TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,-—The opinions expressed by so eminent a philanthropist as Mr. F, D 
Mocatta must at all times command.-respect ; but, I trust that gentleman on further 
consideration will see that by our Constitution and the nature of our endowments, 
it would be impossible for us to hand over the charge of our orphan boys to aDy 
other institution, Further, if even we possessed such a power, the exercise of it 
would be doing an injustice both to the helpless children: we have undertaken to 
maintain, clothe, and educate, and also a wrong to the congregation generally. 


Our society was founded in 1703 as a purely congregational one; the orphan 
boys must regularly attend our synagogue, and we look to them to say the Auddish 
for departed souls who have left no direct survivors to doso, Again, the boy:’ 
attendance at divine service tends to perpetuate our traditional forms, and the pro- 
nunciation of cur national language, which is recognized as the pure Hebrew and 
so taught in our English universities—a fact which has not been disregarded by 
the Berkeley Street Synagogue, 


The receut. unfortunate fire led to a ttrict and searching enquiry as to the 
working of our charity, ani it seems to be generally agreed upon that our orpbans 
should not be allowed to returg to their former dwelling ; for, whilst the grand old 
rynagogue still remains in Bevis Marke, the Yehidim and Elders have departed 
from the leeality. This we foresaw many years tince, but ultra-sentimental desire 
on the yart.of rome of our members to cling to old aesociations prevented our taking 
action, The precent crisis demands that there should be several alterations in the 
management of our affairs, the first of which is that the Orphanage shou'd be 
removed, 80 a8 to be near to our Bryanstone Street Synagogye, where the orphan 
boye wou'd once more be brought in contact with their guardians and protectors as 
they were in olden time. I will not enter into details as to what other changes 
wceu'd be desirable; tuffice it to ray, it bas been resolved that a meeting shall be 
held in cur Committee Rocm, Bryanstone Strect, on Monday, January &th, at eight 
o clock in the evening, when I trust cur Governors and Subscribers, both ladies and 
gentlemen, wiil attend in numbers, and prove that we are stil] able and willing to 
manage Cur OWn affairs ourrelves, and to properly discharge duties that have been 
handed down to us by our noble and pious ancestors, 


I take this opportunity of saying that the hand of true and disinterested friend- 
ship that was held out to us in our recent moment of trouble by the authorities of 
that magnificent inttitution, the Jews’ Hospital at Norwood, we have grasped with 
fraternal feeling that will never be ¢ffaced from our memory,

It sounds learned to be able to quote the latest views of a Wellhausen. The more 
shallow one attainments, the grtater the temptation to conceal superficiality beneath 
he solid learning of others.

CHRISTMAS.

Sirn,—Christmas has become such a national holiday, that it is impossible for 
the denizens of a Christian country, be their religion what it may, to let it pass 
without a word of mention. The unusual phenomenon presented by four days of 
continveas cessation from business must nesessarily modify the domestic arrange- 
ments of Jews, to some extent, however little sympathy they may feel with the 
objects for which the great Christian festival has been instituted, But this limit of 
necessity may easily be transgressed.

The tendency of the Jewish character to be moulded by its environment and to 
adopt non-Jewish customs is nowhere more clearly seen than in the Jewish cele- 
bration of Chrietmas, Plum-pudding and roast goose, Christmas trees and cards, 
find favour at this season of the year, among a large and increasing portion of our 
community, I admit that much of this isinevitable. The fact that we live in the 
midst of a Christian population is not to be ignored. But when Jews have so many 
bright feasts and festivals of their owa, it is not too much to ask that they should 
reserve their merrymakings for these more appropriate occasions, 

Hanucah and Purim are two feasts which might well absorb the superfluity of 
good spirits with which the cheerfal disposition of Jews is apt to overflow. Plam- 
pudding tastes no less savoury at Hanucah than it does a few weeks later, nor does 
a gaily-decked tree look less bright for being illuminated by the lights of Hanucah. 
Purim is par excellence the occasion for parties, presents, and roas-s emer 
for cards and annval greetings they shoull be moat acceptable 
Jews on the Jewish New Year, When Jews have Christian acquaint- 


ances, it is but nataral that the usual compliments of the season should pass 
between them, but these might have reference to the civil New Year rath er than to

BRUSSELS, Dec, 25 ru, 1882, 

The annual memorial service (Service des Morts) was held yesterday 
(Sunday) in ths Rue de la Ré yence. The service isa held under the au ipiccs all 
the Jewish Benevolent Society (Socicté de sionfaisance), which, among o her 
good works, undertakes the duty of burying the dead. I may here remind 
your readers that some time since the Jewa of Brussels were deprived of the 
privilege of maintaining an exclasively Jowish cometery, and an attempt was 
made to force them to use the cemeterica bi longing to the Jewish commanity 
Hitherto, they have successfally resisted the attempt, and have buried thoir 
dead at a considerable distance from the city, Heavy expense ia thus 
incurred in the case of the funerals of the poor; and the fuads for this 
purpose are provided by the above-mentioned Société de Bienfaisance. The 
Memorial Service was of an impressive character. In the body of tho #pacions 
synagogue (the galleries on this occasion not being used) one half was 
occupied by the male the other by the femalo worshippers. The Ark, 
Aimemmar and pulpit were draped in black. The service consisted of the 
usual afternoon and evening prayers supplemented by special prayors in 
Hebrew and a French hymn sung by the choir. The Grand Rabbin, M. Dreyfus, 
preached an appropriate sermon on the words “ For Thou willt not abandon my 
soul to the grave’ (Psalm xvi., 10) his subject being ‘‘ Immortality.” -At the 
close of his address and previously to offering upa prayer in French suitablo to 
the occasion, the Grand Rabbin called apon his hearers to spend a few moments 
in silent supplication for those whom they had lost. Another striking 
incident was the recital by the Grand Kabbin of the names of the members 
of the congregation who had died during the year, The choir, which consists 
«f both tale and female voicee, was very effective and the muse of a hig’ 
character. The musical portions of the service were rendered to an organ 
accompaniment.

The Conjoint Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians and Mansion 
ITouse Fund ‘continue to give attention to those Russian refugees who have 
not yet been placed in a postition to gain their livelihood, It is found that the 
latest arivals from Brody, although strong hearty men, have been leading such 
an idle life at Prody for nearly a yéar, and previously in many instances have 
been gerving as’ that they have become estranged, it wore, 
from industrial employment, and mach difficulty ie found ia giving them.

to the Australisn and New Zealand colonies. They will be provided with a 
suitable outfit and a sum of money to be paid to them on arrival in the colony. 

Oa 
the coutrary, it would be ithe TOVEe Tso of kindness for there men to be f d ta 
suppose that they can look for continued assistance, bat they musthave the lesson 
forcibly brought home to them that their future will depend entirely upon their 
own cxertiors, Itis far fromthe desire of the London Committes to export 
batches of schnoirers to the culonies. (On the e yutrary, it ta particularly 
desired thet no cleemorynary areistance shi uld be given to the refegees. The 
only help that would be bent fic al would be to aid the men to get iniustria

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT |. 
ST. PETERSBURG, DEc, 218T, 1882. 


The Commission appointed by the Minister of the Interior to consider the 
Jewieh Question bas, according to the ueually well-informed Moscow Gazette 
of M. Katkoff, elaborated a plan, the chief pointe of which are the dismissal of 
the “ Crown Rabbis" and a radical alteration with regard to the keepiog of 
the register books. As you are aware, all births, marriag¢s, divorces, and 
deaths among the Jews in this conntry are at present registered by the commt- 
nities themeclves. It is now prop ved to take this function out of the hands 
of the Rabbis and to vest it in the municipal, police, and legal authorities in the 
towns and villages, according to the nature of the entry that has to be made. 
These regalationa would, in the first instance, be submitted to the approval of 
the Governors-General of those departinenta where the Jews reside in force, and 
only in case they should meet with general acceptance will they be roferred 
to the legislative body in order to receive its sanction for the purpose of 
becoming law. The motive for this measure lies in the old, but unfortunately 
not yet obsolete, distrust which the Government entertains for the Jews. The 
same distrust is expressed in another proposal of the Commission in favour of 
a general census of the Jews in the Empire. This want of confidence in our 
people, as I have already said, is not new, and therefore does not cause any 
surprise; but the proposed interference of the Government in the internal 
affairs of the Jews—1 refer to the removal of the Crown Rabbis and the trans- 
fer of the registere—without taking their opinion on the subject of these 
radical reforme, has aroused considerable indignation in Jewish circles, and 
especially in our organs of the press. It ie remarkable, however, that the 
Jewieh journals are unanimons in their indifference whether the Crown Rabbis 
should be removed or not. jut it must not be inferred from this fact that these 
organs are indifferent to the religious interests of their readers. It is not long 


since that the Jewish press devoted lengthy articlea to the consideratioa of the 


so-called “ Rabbinerfrage,” and as this 1s a subject of such great importance 


to the internal life of the Ruesian Jews, it will not. be deemed superfluous to 


acquaint our foreign coréligionists with the bearings of this question.

Now, eur new Rabbis: have from the very. commencement’ failed to 
inspire reep.ct and confideree, whilst cn the other hand, the high esteem in 

of the progressive spirit of the age, the culthre of our cereligionists in this city, 
and the new circumstances by which nolens volens we are surrounded, In facr, 
Opinions relative to the Rabbinate have gone so far with us that in educated 
Jewieh circles the view that it would be advisable to throwthe whole Rabbinate 
overboard as useless ballast woul] assuredly have gained the upper band, were 
it not that it was deemed preferable not to take any trouble in the matter and 
allow that body to meet wiih a peaceful end. The motives for thie 
view may be briefly summed up as follows: Since the destruction of the 
Second Temple, and the consequent fall of the. priesthood and the Levites, 
Judaism has bad no spiritualhierarchy. The Rabbis have never been the repre- 
sentatives of the Almighty on earth, nor have they acted as intermediaries 
between God and man. Tbe Rabbis have alwaye carried on trades like other 
persone, and could not claim any special privileges, A Rabbi was partly the 
oflidial representative of his community and its judge during the time when 
the Jows were still an imperium in imperio, and his remaining functions con. 
sisted for the most part in the answering of questions concerning things per- 
mitted and forbidden, and concerning Kosher and Trifa. Atthe present day 
the Rabbinate has outlived itself. The Jews are no longer a State within a State, 
and the Rabbis bave lost the power of acting as jaiges. The communities are 
now represented by duly elected administrators aud Committees, whose appoint- 
ments are confirmed by the State. Ail ANY’ (questions) have gone out of 
fashion. What need is there then for the Rabbinate, for a hierarchy, a pricst- 
hood, which Judaism has never possessed ?

Without entering into a full discussion of these arguments, which your 
readers would doubtless deem out of place in the present letter, I may be 
permitted to refer to the Jast point alvanced by the opponents of the Rabbinate. 
Unlike them J venture to assert, and the history of the past bears out my 


opinion, that in all ages, Israel had a spiritaal body and often such a spiritual be dy 
in the eminent sense of the worl as could not be equalled by any other 
religious sect. Seldom was there an ecclesiastic to whose lot there fell eo 
much esteem and trust as was the case with the Rabbi of his community, Then 
again ho w mapy noble acts have not been silently performed by Rabbis, with. 
out requiring or meeting with any thanks on the part of those whom they 
benefited. The Rabbinate was thas a paro ethical function, Through his 
life and his labours the Rabbi sought to work upon his congregation. It is 
true he often represented them in external aflaire, bat this was not in virtue of 
his office, it was rathera proof of the confidence which his flock reposed in him. 
The interpretation of the law, as also the answering of questions affecting 
religion and ritual, was, it is trae, an important momentum of the Rabbinaia 
but it was not the most important. The chief momentum lay in the fact that 
the exigencies of our religious dogmas and of their followers demanded gyech 
a pricethood. These exigencies have, at all times, been and are eti.} present. 
althorgh they are perhaps not bronght home to us to their fullest extent. 
What we lack, however, is a class of Rabbis capable of satisfying our roligious 
requirements.. “ Bat our old Rabbis belong to the past, and our new ones aro 
not Rabbis.” Our old Rabbis are on their deathbeds, and our new Rabbis are 
still-born. 


Notwithstandiog the high esteem in which they are held, their mora! 
purity and unequivocal piety, our “old” Rabbia no longer come up to our 
requirements. With the great changes which the nineteenth century has 
made in our political and social life, changea of no less weight became neces- 
tary in our religious life. Our religious necds are entirely different from those 
of our ancestors, and consequently the qnalifications which we require in our 
Rabbis are also totally different. Modern life, which affects Judaiem in Russia 
to a very great extent, makes heavy claims upon us. We must needs follow 
the interests of the day on social as well as on political grounds. If we are 
at all to take up a position among the cultured classes, then we must - devote 
ourselves to the study of literature and sciencs», With the demands which 
confront us on all sides, it becomes impossible, even with the best of wishes, to 
give ourselves up solely as did our fathers to the pursuit of religion and 
religious knowledge. ‘What avail us, then, in our altered position, our “ old” 
Rabbis, who canvot graep the change in the situation, and many of whom are 
totally uvacqeainted “with the language of the country? What witb the 
inefliciency of our “ old,” and the too advanced opinions of our “ new " rabbis, 
the “ Rabbi Question” is becoming a very serious matter for the Jews in 
Russia It is true that in the existiog.chaos, the result of our transitory siate, 
the want of a fully qualified clergy is not yet generally felt. So much the 
worse, A disease unly becomes really dangerous when the patient himself does 
not feél it. 


That it would cowe to sack a pass with us was doubtless foreseen by the 
founders of the Rubbinical Schools at Wilna and Sitomir, who'at once went to 
work. But in so doing they did pot act wisely. The time had not yet arrived 
for the opening of such echouls. The builders commenced their work with the 
roof of the house Instead of with the foundation. If a congregation 1s to have 
a cultured rabbi, it inast be cuitured itself, or at least be able to appreciate the 
value of education. ‘Lhe diseased civilisation of Ruesian Jews ia due to the 
fact that their civilisation is the product of a well-.eant but unripe and unin- 
telligible idea. What Peter the Great was for the Russians the Emperor 
Nicholas was for the Jews. According to wy opinion, this monarch was the 
only one in modern history who, next to Napoleon L., favourably interested 
himself io the early part of his reiga in the consideration of the Jewish ques- 
tion. Bat he soon followed in the footete ps of his real [mperial ancestors and 
fell into their mistakes, Without awsiting a thoroughly organised develop 
meut, and allowing natare itself to promote culture, it was sought, with fev: ris! 
impatience, to transform at one blow barbarous semi-Asiatics into civilised 
Europeans, and when this plan did not work furce was ewployed to make if 4 
euccess. As Peter the Great ha! done to the Russians eo Nicholas did to the 
Jewa; he cut down the beards and long coats of the men- and abolished the 
old-fashioned head-gear of the women. In the same way cultured rabbis were 
foisted vpon our people. The only result of this course of action was to 
prejudice them against civilisation and the civilised. The seque! way be ecea 
to-day in a semi-civilisation and a diseased enlightenment. 


As I have just observed, the establishment of Rabbinical schocls was 
begun too early and produced much evil which increased later on. Oar 
brethren in this country, who had fallen iato a state of fanatical superstition 
and ignorance, saw in culture the deadly enemy of their faitb, and enlight- 
enment was to them synonymous with heresy. This aversion to culture was 
strengthened by the reckless proceedings of the Government, in its endea- 
yours to force modern civilisation upon the Jews, and by the eqaally reckless 
manner in which several of our pioneers of enlightenment trampled upon the 
religious feelings of the bulk of their coreligioniste. of puttiog UP, 
in the interests of the good cause, with some inconvenient religious ceremontes 
and thus avoiding giviog offence ; instead of living among the people and sock- 
ing to convince them that religion and civilisation can go pea cefully hand in 
hand, that the pursuit of science ennobles our souls and makes the truths of reli, 
gion clearer to our minds, and that in the light of science religion is power. 
fully illumined ; instead of conquering in this wise the pre judices whi 
prevailed against civilisation and caltare, many of these Jewish representatives 
of the new era only made things worse both by word and deed. Mach that 
the people regarded as great and holy they ruthleasly tramp led under foot 
Religious customs, the observance of which does not entail any hardships, 
they publicly violated and held up to ridicule, Not a few of these individuals 
were recruited from among Government excise officers, who had severed me 
selves from the body of the Jewish population. It was such men who nee 
the Rabbinical schools (in the first of which a Christian was actually entrust 
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with the important post of Direct: r) and from the sketch I have siven of their 
views on the religious question it is easy to infer what kind of Rabbis they 
were whom the institutions eent forth into the world. 

It ie far from my desire to proncunce scnience of a: ath upon the Rabbinical 
Schools, or to assert that they are totally destitute of merit. I freely‘a ‘ni 
that they have to great extent promoted civilization among our brathie 
and that they have produced not a few learned men, of sa a i @ bat 
mention Harkavy, who aro a credit both to their alma mater and to th | 
munity. I merely state that tl ey have not carried out the principal ob ject of 
their existence, viz, the training of well-qualified rabbis and

THE DANGERS OF THE “DRIFI” POLICY, 


We made some observations last week on the opinions respecting a pro- 
posed Synod, which have lately found expression in our American contem- 
porary, the Jewish Tribune. No one who watches with any attention tle 
progress of religious thought among our Transatlantic brethren can fail 
to recognize that most of the views upon which we commented are held by 
a considerable number of our coreligionists in the United States. We do 
not think our contemporary will find many to accept that part of its pro- 
gramme which deals with what it is pleased to call “ the denationalisation 
of the synagogue.” We fully believe that there are very few Jews, even in 
the United States, who are prepared to sanction the elimination from their 
religion of its historic elements and the “ establishment of a new Judaism 
en an essentially humanitarian basis.”’ But it cannot be doubted that the 
rest of the Jewish Tribune's “ platform” finds very wide acceptance 
indeed on the other side of the Atlantic. The revision of the Bible with a 
view ‘to the omission of certain portions both of the historical books and of 


of the 


“the ritualistic and dogmatic’ precepts; the “ reconstruction 
Sabbath-laws with reference to “ the facts and conditions of modern life in 
its commercial, social, and religious relations ‘"—such are almost the 
commonplaces of American Reform. If these far reaching changes have 
not already been authoritatively carried out, a large proportion of the 
Jewish public in America is ripe for them, aud their adoption by an assembly 
of ecclesiastics would unquestionably elicit extensive approval in that 
country. 


We refer to the eubject again because it seems to us to be pregnant 
with warnings which our leaders, both lay.and clerical, would be wise to lay 
to heart. Cur American brethren are, at present, undoubtedly abead of us 
in religious opinions. But the question is, how long will they remain so? 
That religious movements among us are all but unknown, while Transatlantic 
Judaism seems to be in a constant state of effervescence, is due less to our 
want of perception of the need for religious changes than to the charac- 
teristic caution of the English temperament. The fact is, that there 
is no small number of English Jews to whom the proposals of American 
Reform come not only without causing surprise, but without giving a shock. 
They are by no means out of sympathy with much of the programme, The 
thoughts of their advanced American coreligionists have often beea their 
thoughts. The only difference is that his ways are not their ways, They 
think, and often say, that great changes are necessary ; but they never 
translate thought and speech into action, or agitate for Synods or anything 
of the kind. There are those who will be reminded of this with satisfac- 
tion. To them it will seem an excellent thing that latitudinarian ideas 
should not be followed up by latitudinarian movements, We beg, however, 
to differ, ‘There is something even worse than public agitation for wholesale 
reforms ; it is the carrying out by individuals in their private lives of whole 
sale reform. It the malady openly shows itself, it can be treated with som) 
prospect of success, If it strikes inward it is mortal. ‘The dangers with 
Which loudly-expressed demands for radical changes threaten the solidity of 
Judaism *‘ may be met and fought with outright” ; but the peril of indi- 
vidual action in the direction of those changes “ is a harder matter to fizht,’”’ 
Better the formidable proposals of Transat'antic Judaism than the outward 
ecnforming with orthodoxy of men who privately do what seemeth 
tight in their own eyes, The one may deleat itself by exposing the real 


proportions of the injury it would iniliet upon Judaism; the other will 
inflict the injury bit by bit, and in secret, and no man’s hand can stay it. 

The views of even Young Israel across the Atlantic are not without their 
echoes in this country. We do not say that those echoes are widespread. They 
may be detected only here and there, Bat they are likely to extend ; and, 
unless preventive steps are taken, Anglo-Jadaism may wake up one day and 
find @ movement towards radical Reform in fall career in ite midst. . The 
chances are that Young Israel in England will not be much longer content 
to remain in an unworthy slumber, The accumulated weight of pressing 
religious questions will rouse the sk eper, and put an end to long- continued 
inactivity and seeming indifference, The point for thoughtfal minds to con- 
sider is, whether it is wise to wait for an awakening which may be accom- 
panied by a hunger for Reform, proportionate to its datation, or, by hasten 
ing the awakening, to prevent the hunger from becoming well-nih ineatisble . 
No one can hesitate to decide which is the safer altarnative. Tuose who 
wish to sce American Judaism planted among Englis: Jews, are, we con- 
lidently believe, in the ‘smallest possible ‘minority in this country, Bat 
there is a considerable proportion of Jews in this country whose wishes and 
tindericies lie in the direction. of American Judaism, and how far in that 
direction their wishes and tendencies will travel is pare ly a question of time. 
The longer their sense of the necessity of change remains unsatisfied by 
authoritative declarations, the nearer will their views approximate to what 
we cannot but regard as a most mischievous set of opinions, The longer 
they are suffered to drift about idly ander the influence of their own unaided 
judgment, the further wiil they be carried away from the safe anchorage 
of Judaism. 

To grasp this manifest truth, an | to al wit) delay the moaasures 
it suggests is the daty of'our ecclesiastical chiefs; The time hay come to 
look the undoubted tendencies of the age honestly in the face, and to make 
those moderate concessions to religious feeling, which alone will have the 
power of staving off revolutionary reforms effected by irresponsible hands. 
The everlasting ‘* Nay ” has lost its efficacy ; the demands of thoughtful min 
ean ho longer be pushed aside by ft simple be PUssUinus, The ostrich 
policy which affects to deny the existence of dangers because it refuses 
to see them must be abandoned, and replaced by the statesmanlike principle 
of listening for the wants of the time, and carefully legislating for them. 


Apres moi le deluge cught not to be the motto of those who are appointed 
to safe-guard religious interests, Itis for them to think of the effect which 
their action or want of action will exert upon the religions, condition of 
generations to come. They have to consider whether, by finding a safe 
outlet for the pent-up waters, they may not prevent the threatened deluge, 
The opportunity for taking such prudent mecasures presents itself now ; and 
they are the wise men who see their opportunity, and use it, Communal 
opinion, at the present moment, on religious matters is sufliciently advanced 
for legislation, but not too advanced for legis!ation of a moderate character, 
Wiilsuch a bappy juncture present itself again? If it be a!lowed to pass unused 
will not moderate legislation, when it is resorted to, be ineflectual’? We say it 
is the duty of the chief custodians of religion among us to recognise these 
things and to act accordingly, The necessities of the age point to a review by 
authority of our observances, anil to their modification In a conservative spirit 
—jn a conservative spirit, lest men may m0 lity for themselves in too liberal 
a spirit. The time is come to act for the Lord when men would break His 
Law. But it is to the interests of anthority, as well as to its conscience, 


that the appeal is made. There can be no doubt that the longer authorita- 


tive sanction for sorely-felt changes is withhe'd, the weaker must grow the 
force of authority itself. In proportion as our ecclesiastics! leaders become 
more and more sureiy committed to a policy of inactivity, the 
more frequent. becomes the resort to individual action, And. the 
more accustomed men are to decide for themselves what is right or 
wrong, the less inclined are they to consult aathority, Our ecclesiastical 
chiefs will do well to bear this point in mind, No one cau pretend that the 
ties which bind the larger provincial congregations to the Cuter Ranpt are 
as strong as they used tobe. The tendency to sheke off the yoke of central 
authority, and to substitute for it local religious guides, isa growing one, Aa 
for oursetves, we should view a further development of this tendency with 
regret. But that it exists cannot be gainsaid; and it is for our ec ealastical 
chiefa to consider whether it is not beiny increased by their disinclination to 
deal in a comprehensive manner with current religious questions, 

Apart from thie, however, is the undoubted fact that the decisions of 
one or two or three ecclesiastics, however learned, are beginning to command 
a diminishing respect from the thoughifal, Men feel that if they are te 
bow their private judgment before the claims of authority, authority shou'd 
be represented by many minds and not by a few. lhe chances of error 
they think, are lessened when the decicions, to which they have to render obe, 
dience, are the outcome, not simply of collective wisdom, but of various kinds 
of intellect. We repeat what we have affirmed with some frequency of late 
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that, in our opinion, a Synod ig the only effective machinery for disposing 
of the religious questions which press for settlement. We do not urge the 
convocation of a Synod with revolutionary powers.

representative assembly of men

M. RENAN. ON THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION.” 


In a ‘etter which M, Renan has addressed from Paria to the Rabbi at 
Szanto, in Hungary, the eminent writer refers to the Tieza-I-zlar case and to 
the more mcent trial at Lemberg, in bota of which Jews are accused of 
murders g Christian girls for religious purposes. With regard to the revival of 
this obsvlete accusation in the Austro-tlaogarian empire, Renan observes : 
* Among the calumnies which hatred and fanaticiam have fostered, the most 
absurd ie that affirming that the Jews use blood at their religious feaste,. Ons 
of the chief characteristics of the Jawish religion is thea prohibitisa of the nse 
of blood. This precautionary measure, which in former times was calcalated to 
inepire respect for life, bas been conacientioasly obsarvel by Jews even at 
periods and under circumstances of civilization that rendered it painfa!, And 
yet itis now maintaived that the pious Jew who would rather die of hunger 
thau cat a piece of weat not thoroughly cleansed from blood, has tasted blood 
at a religious ceremony. It isa nothing less than a monstrous fully to believe 
in euch a story, for which Lam fully convinced there is not the slightest foua- 
dath di. if guch a déed had really been perpetrated, not only would lt OO 
necessary to admit that all the Jews guilty of it bal violated al! Jewish pre 
scriptions, bat I go further and do not believe that sucu a crime could be com 
mitted. Human imegination ie not very fruitful in the sphere of calauwny. The 
fable of mysterious meals where human blood has been tasted basal ways baon 
a favourite accusation against thoee whom blind prejadice has thought to rain. 
‘This same caluinny was uttered against the Caoristians, And yot their sacrament 
bes never been polluted through such a wicked proceeding. The Passover 
festivities of the Jews are «qoally innocent. Christianity should take care 
that this dirgracefcl faleeliood, cader which she herself has unjasily eaffered, 
be not now tureed to account. against other bodies”? Lt is hoped that this 
letter, which bas received a wide circulation, may bave the beneficial eff-ct of 
diminishing the existing prejadice against the Jews. It must not bo forgotton 
however, that previous declarations of a similar character, and eqaally firn in 
language, on the part of several celebrated professors of learaing oa the Con- 
tinent Lav» totally failed in producioy the desired result.

FRANCE.— Baroness James de Rothschild, who has for many years past spent 
the winter at Cannes, lately purchased a piece of ground, which sbe presented to 
the Municipality for the purposes of a Jewish burial ground, the want of which 
has long been felt in the towa. The cemetery was consecrated in the. early part of 
the present month by the Grand Rabbi of Nice, on the occasion of the interment 
of a Jewish visitor from Carlsruhe, who has bequeathed 10,000 francs to the poor 
of Cannes, irrespective of creed, 


SWkEDEN.—The King of Sweden, on the recent celebration of his birthday, 
decorated several distinguished personages, among whom were four Jews, including 
Prefessor Rubenson and the Rey, Dr Wolff.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Baron Albert von Rothechild has lately presen‘e! to the Manicipality of 
Vienna a sum of 150,000 florins for the establishment of an asylum for deatitute 
children, without distinction of nationality or creed, 


Simaltaneoasly with the departure of the military from Himod (Hungary) 
there has been a renewal of the anti-Jewish disturbances which occurred jp 
that townin the early part of last month. The rioters have chiefly confined 
their operations to the breaking of bnunodreds of windows in houses inhabited by 
Jews. In Kapu Bar and the neighbouring localities the security of ovr core. 
ligionists is likewise endangered. By day as well as by night namberse of men 
go about the streets brandishing knives and other destructive weapons. They 
help themeclves to the wares of the Jewish shopkeepers, and if payment is 
demanded they threaten our brethren with their knives. 

As a contrast to this unsatisfactory state of affaires, it is gratifying to 
mention that in the Hluogarian town of Solnok tho recently deceased Coristian 
landowner, Kaspar Molnar, bequeathed all his property to the local Jowish 
school 

[no our issue of Friday last we mentioned that a Christian Pole, Dombrowski. 
had been sentenced to death at Lemberg for the murder of five Jewish persons, 
and that he had an acc impli e who, beir ga soldis r, was to be tried by couri- 
martial. This individual has no v likewise been convicted, bu’, more fortunate 
than his companion ia crime, he has escaped with fifteen years’ imprisonment in 
a fortrese. 

Tre number of Jewish refagees from Ruasia still remaining at Brody hat 
in the first week of December dwindled down to 122 itudividuala. Toe ternmi- 
nation of the work of distribution and repatriation has bcea officially recognize! 
by the Government by the removal from Brody of the functionary who was 
specially sent to that town to represent the Governor of Galicia and to aid the 
Jewish Committee ia its labours. 


GERMANY. 


Tie week before last a meeting was hell ia the Council Cuamber at 
Jerlin, in memory of Miss Archer, the well-known and philanthropic directress 
of the Victoria Lyceum in that city. The meeting was hononred by the 
presence of their Imperial Highnesses the Crown Prince and Princess of 
Germany and some of their children, and of other members of the Imperial 
family. ‘lhis# circumstances in itself does not concern Jewish readers, but it 
is extremely isteresting to learn that the address of the day was entrusted 
te our eminent core.igionist, Professor Dr. Lazarus, who paid a warm tribute to 
the character <f the late directress of the Institution. From the great intereet 
which the Crown Prince and Princess, the latter especi dly, take in the manago- 
ment of the Lyceum, we may infer that the honour conferred on Dr, Lazirus 
received their previous approval, if it did not iadcei emanate from the Imperial 
Cou} le then Belve - We may add that Miss Archer in dismissing some time azo one 
of the teachers, Dr. Douring, for his publicly expressed anti-Jewish sentiments 
warmly rebuked bin for his intolerance, and she polated out that ia science), 
notably in philosophy—the wother uf sctence—toleration was coosidere:| as the 
highest law. In ackuowledging the letter announcing his dismissal, Dr. Dohring 
alleged that it had been bronght about through the intrigaes of the Jewish 
element, an acctsation which Miss Archer icdignantly denied. 

In accordance with a custom prevailing in many Contisental countries, the 
Committee at. Berlin of the Confederation of German Jewish Cosgregatioas 
have issued a circular, signed by Prof. Dr. Lazarus aud Dr, Kristeller, advocating 
the collection of funds as a gilt of honour tor the German Crown P.ince aud 
Princess on the occasion of the forthcoming celebration of their silver wedding. 
This collection will be handed over to their Imperial Highnesses with the 
request that it shoald serve as the nucleus of a Peusion Fund for Jewish reli- 
gions teachers abd synegogue officials. It is to be hoped that this collection 
will be more fruitful in its rceulte than was a previous one made for a similar 
purpose in commemofation of the golden weddivg.of the Emperor and 
Ewpress. 

The Rev. Dr. Rabmer, Editor of our contompora y, the Jsraelitische 
Wochenschrift, hoes been ri -efected by a large majority a member of the ‘Town 
Council of Magdeburg for the ensuing six years His candidature was warily 
espoused by several of the Iccal jourrals avd poliival and organisations. 
Dr. Rabmer, who is an experienced edacationalist, has likewise beea selected as 
Reporier on the School Couimission for the year 1885. 

Between the years 1871 and 1881 the number of Jewa in Germany rose 
from 512,300 to 562 613, an increase uf upwards of 5,000. OF this number 
325 544 reside in Prussia alone,

The history of the Jews at Rome is, we need not gay, a subject of 
the deepest interest and of no alight importance. As M. Renan haa shown ao 
conclusively, the character of Christianity has boen profoandly modified by its 
rise at Rome among the Jows of that city. Misa Hulson davotosa ch ipter to 
this subject (chap, iv.) bat cannot bo said to have geaspol ths sigaifisasce of 
the situation in Rome towards the ond of tha ficat caatary. Oaly toar oat of 
the thirteen chapters can bea fairly sail to deal with the history of Jowa in 
Rome, the rematader b taken uo with of ths fiaal 
between Rome and Judws, a topie which has boon dealt with by many bands 
of late years. Mies Hudson lias scarcely male her narrative or throwa 
any new light on the most romantic war of all tims, Tais could bo hardly 
expected from one who does not profess to real the origiaals ia which the 
incidents of the war an? of Jewish life gonorally ars wiittea. Tas aathoress 
however, is modest and only aspires to write a book “suitable for realn 
the family,” and this she has certainly succeeded in doing. Ths last chapter, on 
the catacombs at Rome is less sketchy than th» rest, probably becauss the writer 
has had opportunities of visiting them Altuzether, thougi we cinnol recom 
mend the book as a iding any kn wl ths aa ‘tt or as-colle tiag ta 
any alequate way tho knowleigs alreoaly gisaaei elssvhore, yot thire is a 
ccriain amount of “ reatableness " about the wiish miy servo ara kindof 
recommendation of the book for family ass.

tivus work than Mr. Myerowich does. In fact we cannot believe the book 
has been published with a porely literary or sctentilioc purposs. There 
is no mention of the price of the book, so we presume the pecuniary return is 
left to the generosily of those to whom a copy has heen sent—a practice more 
general on the Continent than in England, aod one we cao by no means view 
with avy favour.
